local dancers from schools of dance who specialize in 
Irish-style dancing. Harney Academy was one of the 
schools O'Donovan's production crew visited. Gia is one 
of a handful of students selected for several productions 
in the local area.

study committee. 

During a meeting of the annex committee last week, 
McCue said they talked about potential floor plans and 
associated costs such as elevators and maintenance, and 
what makes sense most to them now is a new, bigger 
town hall to unite all town departments under one roof 
for efficiency. 

Selectman Naida Parker seemed rather skeptical of 
the notion, recalling how Town Meeting voters in the past 
did not warm up to the idea of a more costly town hall. 

"I'd be really interested to see how it moves 
forward," said Parker. She said residents were attached to 
the town hall because of its historic nature. "They're not 
enthusiastic about having a town hall somewhere else." 

Although he loathed the analogy, McCue told 
selectmen nobody was about to put the cart before the 
horse. This was only an early discussion, he emphasized. 

"This is the time to do it," suggested Selectmen 
Chairman Richard Nunes. "Interest rates will be going 
up. . .. And this building isn't getting any younger." 

Nunes said it is no secret that the town is anxious 
to cease paying for rented buildings used for municipal 
purposes. 

Parker said, though, that if she knew a town hall 
was to be explored by the committee, she might have 
looked more closely at the overall composition of the 
committee during the appointment process. 

"You need to get more involvement from staff ... as 
to what works and what doesn't," she said.

"Those conversations have been taking place," said 
McCue. "We are not doing this (planning) in a vacuum." 

Parker maintained that only a town annex feasibility 
discussion was planned for the committee, and she was 
unaware the scope would be broadened. 

"I don't want the Board of Selectmen to think this is 
a done deal," McCue said. "But other conversations about 
other alternatives have been shut off." 

You would need a backup plan, though, Parker told 
him. With large projects come Proposition 2 Vi overrides 
and if voters were to reject a town hall plan, "We're going 
to be putting ourselves back at square one." 

"In this town, it's only going to keep growing," said 
McCue. "We need to make sure that whatever we move

Nunes and Parker wanted to look at a couple of 
additional plans to present to voters, including building 
onto the old town hall. 

"But once you touch that, then everything has to 
be up to code and everything in this building is not up to 
code," said Nunes, following that with an 'oops.' "I didn't 
just say that, did I?" Yes, you did, Parker said.

McCue was one of three final candidates selected 
by a town administrator screening committee, and 
he interviewed for the position back on December 5. 

Also vying for the position were Mark Rees, former 
city manager for the City of Portland, Maine, and 
Gregory Enos, current Whitman Town Administrator 
Assistant. Rees was chosen for the Fairhaven position in 
a unanimous vote on December 14, and the board stated 
that contract negotiations with Rees would commence 
that afternoon.

candidates were well suited for the position, Rees was 
the one candidate who " shined through," as Selectman 
Charles Murphy put it.

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those department heads, it was clear that very little has 
been done. 

Police Chief Mary Lyons said that an alarming 
number of calls to the motel in 2015 forced her to ask the 
selectmen to look into the business. She said that over 
100 police department responses had been made for 
such crimes as drug possession and sale, prostitution, 
strangulation, possession of stolen goods, illegal firearms 
and more. 

Building Inspector Andy Bobola said, "One 
room, the sub-floor is rotten and you can see into the 
basement..." He also noted rotten stair rails, missing 
electrical cover plates, overloaded electrical circuits, 
bathroom floors rotten, and missing room numbers. But 
clearly it was the living conditions that troubled him the 
most. 

"One room there are four adults living . . . very 
difficult to walk into," he said. Bobola also noted clothing 
stacked on floors and against gas heaters causing him to 
say, "What should be common sense to most of us was 
evident." 

Mattapoisett Fire Chief Andrew Murray said that 
during his quarterly inspection, he always found fire and 
carbon monoxide detectors missing and fire extinguishers 
absent or expired. 

The Board of Health conscripted expert assistance 
in evaluating the conditions at the motel by bringing in 
Wareham's Health Agent Robert Ethier. He explained 
that, although the Hillside met the "minimal standards

of fitness for human habitation," four people in one room 
was a violation of the sanitary code and "deplorable," 
saying, "They can't stay there." 

For her part, Patel pleaded that she couldn't tell 
who was a good person or a bad person and wanted to 
rely on the assistance of the police department to tell her. 
More than once she was told by each member of the board 
and by Town Administrator Michael Gagne that she was 
responsible for managing her business properly; it was 
not the responsibility of the town's departments. 

"It comes down to management," Selectman 
Jordon Collyer said with exasperation after nearly two 
hours of discussions. He expressed the public outcry that 
her motel was viewed as "a problem for the town."

Representing the town, Susan Nilson of CLE 
Engineering explained the process that would be used 
to access the sensitive wetlands area and perform core 
samplings. She also said they planned to locate the west 
side of the sewer main that runs through the area. 

Nilson spoke for about ten minutes giving such 
comprehensive details as the pounds per square inch from 
the mobile equipment needed to do the borings. 

When Chairman Bob Rogers opened the hearing 
to the public. Attorney John Gushue, representing 
Goodspeed Island residents Daniel DaRosa and Anthony 
Campbell, came forward.

filed, but that the scope of work that would be performed 
for the test borings was not significant enough to warrant 
a NOI.

property. 

Sousa came before the Rochester Zoning Board of 
Appeals on December 10 to request a variance, a lifting 
of the only 55 and over restriction for inhabitants of the 
property. 

"My father's vision was that this property be for 
people 55 and over," Sousa told the board members, 
adding, "Now no one is going to carry forth that vision. ... 
But it's difficult to get financing," she said. 

The mortgage was due in full in October, she 
explained. Yet due to the restriction, and in spite of the 
mortgage only being $230,000, lending institutes view 
the property as a higher risk, offering Sousa only high- 
interest financing. 

"I need to get a lower rate than 7.5 percent," she 

said. 

The property is a historic building in the heart 
of Rochester. Chairman Richard Cutler suggested that 
possibly Sousa's father, Tom Skrutski, although well- 
intentioned, might have asked for the restriction because 
Rochester's willingness to allow a multi-family dwelling 
was questionable. 

"I'm not saying that is why he asked for 55 and 
older, but it's a possibility," said Cutler. 

The property currently is a four-unit upscale 
apartment building with a septic system designed and 
permitted for eight bedrooms. Sousa occupies one of the 
units, as does Skrutski' s former business partner, leaving 
two units open as rentals.

Quirk, instead of seeking relief, he is seeking to withdraw 
without prejudice. 

"We're hoping to reappear in January ... to reapply 
with this group (ZBA members) ... to express our desire 
to seek a variance and our arguments as to why we think 
we have a reasonable chance," said Quirk. 

Quirk asked ZBA Chairman Eric Pierce if there 
would be any objection to the withdrawal. Pierce paused 
for a moment before giving his reply. 

"I don't know what else that means other than this 
was remanded to us by the courts," said Pierce. "We'll 
just have to find out. I don't know what the case is. . ." 

Pierce said this case was interesting, and he told 
Quirk that, in his opinion, seeking a variance after-the- 
fact means the backstop would have to come out before it 
gets approved to put back in again. 

Quirk said Tabor would be proposing changes to 
the backstop plan to enhance safety features on it, and 
also said he would "make a good reasonable case as to 
how those changes will benefit everyone involved." 

Quirk said he appreciated the board's patience just 
before Pierce said he would entertain a motion to accept 
the withdrawal without prejudice. ZBA member Michelle 
Ouellette asked for clarification and a little background 
information before a vote. 

"The court said, you win - the town - but we want 
you to go back and talk about it some more - try to 
work it out," Pierce told her. The appeal, he said, was to 
overturn Building Commissioner Scott Shippey's original

decision to deny the building permit. 

But, said ZB A member Betsy Dunn sternly, "If you 
don't come back in January, the structure comes down." 

Relatively new ZBA member Kate Mahoney 
also had some questions, and Pierce struggled a bit to 
summarize the situation relative to its history. Quirk 
chimed in. 

"We are no longer seeking relief from the . . . the . . . 
the challenge from Mr. Shippey. ... I can assure you that 
we're not going to seek any advantage from this bit of 
confusion," said Quirk. 

Pierce told Mahoney that Quirk could withdraw 
so that he could reapply. The board voted to accept the 
withdrawal, just in case a vote was required. 
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''Consider yourself withdrawn," Pierce said. 

Also during the meeting, the board denied a request 
to convert a single-family dwelling into a multi-family 
house, citing a Town bylaw that discourages multi-family 
houses in town and restricts them to specific residential 
zones only - zones in which Chris Shachoy's 444 Front 
Street home is not located. 

"We could suggest a withdrawal," said Pierce, "but 
there's no option. At least that's the way I read it." 

The board did approve a Special Permit for Bill 
Marvel to add a 16- by 16-foot addition to his 60 South 
Street home.

Wetlands Line Accepted at Solar Farm Site 

Rochester Conservation Commission

The Rochester Conservation Commission on 
December 15 approved the wetlands line for 0 New 
Bedford Road/ 268 Mattapoisett Road, the site of a 
proposed solar farm by the junction of the two roads. 

The hearing, which was continued from December 
1, wrapped up rather swiftly after the commission was 
satisfied that post peer-review plans were changed to 
reflect the discovery of a potential vernal pool at the 
location, as well as the location of a line of wetlands flags 
that Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon contested were 
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accurate. After another site walk, the lines were adjusted. 

"So you're happy with the line," Conservation 
Commission Chairman Rosemary Smith suggested to 
Farinon. 

"Yes, it's a good line," replied Farinon. 

Also during the meeting, the board issued an Order 
of Conditions for development of an existing car path 
to a proposed new single-family home at an unspecified 
property off Vaughan Hill Road. The car path runs 
between wetlands roughly 4 feet away on both sides of 
the drive. 

The commission approved the work, but stipulated 
that siltation barriers be used on both sides of the car 
path, which should be partially paved at one section as 
opposed to gravel to offer more control of the car path 
surface material during rainfall. 

As far as the water quality control, said Farinon, 
there was minimal, if any, impact. 

"It's not an issue," said Farinon. "In this particular 
case I'd rather see it paved . . . with the wetlands so tight 
here." 

The commission ordered an inspection of the silt 
filtration barriers before starting the work. 

In other matters, the commission granted an Order 
of Conditions for Daniel and Deborah Carr Clark of 272 
Mary's Pond Road after continuing the hearing from 
December 1 in order to consult with town counsel. 

The concern was over whether the commission 
would have to wait to issue the OOC until the Planning 
Board was first able to approve the subdivision, which 
splits one lot to create an additional adjacent lot with a 
proposed single-family home. 

"The answer was no," said Farinon. "We do not. 
And it's perfectly acceptable to render a decision tonight." 

There was one noteworthy change to the original 
plan pertaining to a retention area that was pulled back 
from the wetlands from a 32-foot distance to 42 feet. 
Grading was also pulled away from the edge of the 
wetlands. 

"Yeah, I like that," said commission member Kevin 
Cassidy 

Farinon called the project "pretty straightforward" 
and the OOC was issued. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation

ConCom Approves Grassi Bog Repairs 

Marion Conservation Commission 

By Jean Perry 

It was a long time coming, between waiting for 
the engineer to complete the design and for Marion 
Conservation Commission approval, but the repairs to 
the spillway at Grassi Bog off Mill Road will finally move 
forward. 

The commission continued the hearing back on 
November 18 after a disagreement with Marion Open 
Spaces Acquisition Committee Chairman John Rockwell 
over the updated plans and the commission's refusal to 
look at them in light of some discrepancies between the 
features of the plan and comments made by the Town's 
peer review engineer. 

On December 9, MOSAC representative Jeff Oakes 
presented the updated plan to the commission with the 
requested answers to the commission's questions from 
November and, although the commission still had a few 
questions, the consensus was that the commission could 
go ahead and issue the amended Order of Conditions, 
placing specific stipulations relative to the location of a 
turtle habitat not mentioned on the updated plan and 
to the removal of a concrete structure that was never 
completed. 

During discussions. Conservation Commission 
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Chairman Norm Hills determined that the first comment 
made by CDM Smith, engineer for the Town, was not 
a correct statement, thus it was now deemed a "non- 
comment." The plan that did not specify a slope of the site 
now was noted as well, although the wording was a bit 
confused and will be changed, as per the OOC. 

Hills was concerned about the elevations of the 
main spillway, the overflow, and the auxiliary spillway, 
with the auxiliary spillway being shown as a higher 
elevation. 

Hills still preferred all details from the initial plan 
be included on the new plan, saying, "Normally when we 
get a new set of plans, they become the plan of record so 
you don't have to go back to the other plan." He added, 
"The question about the elevations of the spillways . . . 
it just bothers me ... I wouldn't think that the auxiliary 
spillway would be higher than the overflow." He 
suggested it might be reversed. 

Commission member Jeffrey Doubrava wondered 
if the commission could still move the project forward, 
despite the myriad of unanswered questions. 

"We could probably write some of these comments 
into the order ... or include these comments as part of our 
amendment and have them specify the size of the rock," 
said commission member Joel Hartley. "And I think we 
need tighter inspections." 

Hills also wanted a number of fallen trees in the 
overflow ditch removed. 

Commission member Cynthia Trinidad suggested 
the commission make more frequent inspection visits 
independently. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for January 6 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

ORR Returns to Level 1 School Status 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

The Massachusetts Department of Education 
Accountability Report is in, and Old Rochester Regional 
High School is back up to Level 1 status after falling to a 
Level 2 last year. 

Superintendent Doug White did not discuss specific 
data from the report to the Old Rochester Regional 
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School Committee on December 9, but the news was well 
received. 

Principal Michael Devoll said last year was a fluke 
year, "And we're right back where we belong at a Level 
1," Devoll said. 

Devoll applauded the teaching staff for pushing 
hard to make the grade and get the school back up to a 
Level 1. 

"They take a lot of pride in their work," said Devoll. 
"So I'm thrilled for my school." 

The Mass DOE accountability rating aims to gauge 
a school's progress towards narrowing proficiency gaps. 

It is scored using a Cumulative Progress and Performance 
Index (CPI) scaled from one to 100. 

ORR High School scored a 77, exceeding a target of 
75 in the all-student category. In the high-needs students 
subgroup, the school scored a 75, meeting the target of 75. 
ORR's overall performance relative to other schools in the 
same cohort - school type according to population and 
demographics - places the school in the 47 th percentile of 
Level 1 high schools. 

The results are based cumulatively on four years of 
data, with the most recent the most significant. 

"This year we scored the highest ever," said Devoll. 

The junior high school fell just short of its target of 
75, earning a 71 CPI. The high-needs students category 
CPI was 66, which misses the target. 

Junior High Principal Kevin Brogioli was able to 
deliver some good news, however, with grades seven and 
eight both generally scoring above the state average on 
the PARCC exam in most areas. This was the first year 
that students took the online assessment after moving 
away from the MCAS last school year. 

Students received high writing scores in ELA, with 
80 to 84 percent of students scoring in the two highest 
levels: Level 4 and Level 5, meets expectations and 
exceeds expectations, respectively. 

All students and all high-needs students in the 
subgroup had a 10 percent increase in students scoring in 
Level 5, with a 10 percent decrease in students scoring in 
the warning level of Level 1. 

In Math, all students and the high-needs subgroup 
increased Level 5 achievement by 10 percent, with a 10 
percent decrease in Level 1. 
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Going through the data during a slide presentation, 
Brogioli said, "I think, overall, these are very healthy 
Math scores." 

"It was a tough year last year," said Brogioli, 
referring to the low Math MCAS scores of that prior 
school year. "I think a lot of people did a lot of work . . . 
and it paid off." 

The school implemented a number of actions in 
response to the low scores, including a Math coach that 
meets with Math teachers a number of times over the 
course of the year. 

"Phenomenal job," said ORR School Committee 
Chairman Paul Goulet. "A lot of work.. . ." 

The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee is scheduled for January 13 at 6:00 pm 
in the media center at the ORR Junior High School. 

School Committee Questions New Tests 

Mattapoisett School Committee

Superintendent of Schools Douglas White 
announced at the December 14 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett School Committee that in the future, all state 
schools will move towards implementing a test that is a 
hybrid of the more traditional MCAS test and the "next 
generation" PARCC test. 

The merits of the PARCC test, compared to the older 
MCAS test, were the main topics of conversation during 
the Mattapoisett School Committee meaning. 
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The committee was able to compare results because, 
while all students from grades three through six take 
PARCC exams in math and ELA, the fifth grade students 
at Old Hammondtown and Center School also took the 
MCAS Science exam. 

The Committee opted to begin PARCC testing last 
year, and 2015 was the first year the test was taken. This 
was also the first year that standardized testing was done 
by computer in Mattapoisett. 

"The Massachusetts Board of Education has 
mandated that all standardized testing must be done on a 
computer by 2019," said White, "and we're already there. 
The fact that it is computerized is part of why we chose to 
use PARCC in the first place." 

The committee first reviewed the grade five 
students' MCAS Science scores, in which 73 percent of 
students scored in the 'Advanced' or 'Proficient' range, 
which is 20 percent above the state average. Twenty- 
five percent of students scored 'Needs Improvement' 
and 2 percent dropped into the 'Failing' category. The 
percentage of students who scored at 'Advanced' or 
'Proficient' levels has remained roughly the same between 
2012 and 2015. 

"It's a good achievement," observed Mattapoisett 
School Committee Vice Chairman Patrick LeClair, "but 
I've noticed there's a small subgroup of students stuck 
in the 'Needs Improvement' and 'Failing' categories. 

Our goal is to focus on moving students from 'Needs 
Improvement' to 'Proficient/ and from 'Proficient' to 
'Advanced' and so on." 

"There's a significant drop-off at 'Advanced,'" 
agreed Chairman James Higgins. "Are we really doing 
enough to push advanced students or to give other 
students the opportunities to reach an advanced level?" 

Center School Assistant Principal Kevin Tavares 
noted that there was already an action plan to address this 
concern. 

"We've been focusing more on math and reading," 
Tavares said. "We need to shift more focus to science. 
Recently, we haven't been able to clarify exactly what 
needs to be taught at each grade level, but that should 
change next year." 

The committee then switched to reviewing PARCC 
scores. The students did well on PARCC testing, with all 
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four grade levels scoring an average score well above the 
state average. PARCC is scored somewhat similarly to 
an SAT test: a score of 650-700 indicates 'Not Yet Meeting 
Expectations/ while 701-725 indicates 'Partially Meeting 
Expectations.' A score of 725-750 indicates 'Approaching 
Expectations/ while scoring 750-803 indicates 'Meets 
Expectations.' The highest-ranking students will 
score between 804-850, which correlates to 'Exceeds 
Expectations.' 

Each of the four grade levels earned an average 
score of 751+ in EL A to land them all in the 'Meets 
Expectations' category. The schools received an identical 
result on the math section of the exam, where each of the 
four grades again scored an average score of at least 750. 
Higgins was pleased with the result. 

"Our students adapted to a new test and a new 
testing style [testing online, rather than with a pencil and 
paper] well," Higgins said. 

PARCC does not come without its downfalls, 
however. ORR District Assistant Superintendent Elise 
Frangos observed that the students generally do not score 
as well on the PARCC testing system as they do on the 
MCAS test. 

"PARCC values whether students meet expectations 
of that grade level," she said. "The past study skills we 
used don't apply here." 

"Did we move because the PARCC test is 
computerized? Was there any proof that one test was 
better than the other?" asked LeClair. 

"When we used MCAS, it was created by educators. 
Items from the year's test were released, and teachers 
could look at their students' scores to see where they were 
lacking," said Frangos. "PARCC is a better, more rigorous 
test, but it is written by Pearson. Pearson is an educational 
company, but they own the test, and they aren't releasing 
any items. What we really need is a test like PARCC, but 
owned by us." 

That idea has apparently crossed the minds of the 
Massachusetts Board of Education as well. 

"I know that the Board of Education has been 
weighing whether to keep going with PARCC or to move 
back to the MCAS test," said White. "They've voted 
instead to go forward with a computerized test which will 
be a blend of MCAS and PARCC. It will be controlled by

the state and written with the input of educators. They're 
calling it 'MCAS 2.0.'" 

The new test won't be implemented immediately. 
White indicated that the Board of Education hoped that 
it would be written and ready to go for grades three 
through eight in 2017. The 2016 test will be the same 
PARCC test taken this year, but will be taken during one 
testing window, likely from late April into May. Students 
at the high school, meanwhile, will do two more years of 
MCAS testing, while a PARCC-style assessment is being 
built, for anticipated release in 2018. 

In the meantime, Mattapoisett schools will begin 
to focus more on continual improvements to its science 
program. 

"We're doing inventory on science materials," 
said Higgins, "and developing partnerships with places 
like the Mattapoisett Land Trust and the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission. This will open up more 
science opportunities for students." 

Although the majority of the meeting focused on the 
issue of standardized testing, several other issues were 
touched upon. 

White indicated that the ORR school district was 
having a difficult time finding substitute teachers to 
replace teachers taken ill. 

"Our concern is finding qualified, excellent 
substitutes," he said. "Our current rate of pay for 
substitutes was set in 2001 or 2002. I've looked at other 
districts, and we are on the low end of the scale." He 
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proposed moving the rate from hourly pay to daily pay 

"I'd like to propose an increase in pay for the 
remainder of the year, with a further increase to begin 
in September 2016," he said. The current rate of pay for 
certified substitute teacher is $70 per day The first pay 
increase, applicable for the rest of the current school year, 
will push the rate of pay from $70 to $75. The salary rate 
will increase again in September 2016, ending at $85 per 
day for a certified substitute teacher. 

The committee unanimously approved the proposal, 
but White will need to bring it before the other district 
school committees for approval before it can be advertised 
and put into effect. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee is scheduled for January 11 at 7:00 pm at 
Center School.

That, however, couldn't be farther from the truth. There 
are strict rules and guidelines, judges, and time limits. 

Debaters are broken up into two "teams" of sorts: 
affirmative and negative. 

"The affirmatives create a plan based on the resolve 
of the year, and the negatives have to argue against the 
plan no matter what it is," said Colleen Garcia, who has 
been a negative for the past two years and is testing out 
the affirmative side of the team this year. "This year's 
resolve is 'Should the United States Federal Government 
Substantially Curtail its Domestic Surveillance?"' 

This plan Garcia mentioned can be on anything that 
falls under the resolve, which allows students to focus on 
hot-topic issues like drone and Muslim surveillance in 
America. 

In order to ensure these plans are relevant and 
pertain to modern issues, they must follow the guidelines 
set by 'stock issues,' which are: "Solvency - how does it 
solve the problem? 

Inherency - why is it not already in effect? Need for 
change - why do we need it in the first place? Topicality - 
does it relate to the resolve?" explained Garcia. 

"Especially because we're debating domestic 
surveillance, the topics that we're debating are actual 
things that happen in the world. So while your debates 
don't really have a direct effect on current events, 
they help you see new ways to counter modern issues 
that really do exist," said James Goulart, a three-year 
affirmative for the team. 

But what's the difference between the negative and 
affirmative teams? 

"The affirmative team, throughout the season, has 
one plan, and they just have to perfect that plan over 
the season," said Goulart. "But the negatives go into the 
debate without knowing what they're going to go up 
against, so they need to know every single plan." 

Yes, that's right, the negatives need to know a little 
bit about every possible plan in order to debate whatever 
surprise the opposing school's affirmatives have up their 
sleeves. 

Practicing debating may seem difficult for the team, 
but they do a scrimmage of sorts - to put it into sports 
terms - to perfect their techniques. 

"Well, so far, because the season's only just started. 
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we've been working on our plans and writing them," said 
Goulart. "As the year goes on, Mr. Everett [the teacher in 
charge of the group] comes up with mock questions and 
sometimes we'll practice debating that way." 

So, we've covered the basics on how the team runs, 
but how is the winner of the debate determined? 

There are two separate scoring systems. One is for 
who wins and loses the debate, and that's comprised 
of four stock issues and disadvantages of the plan. The 
affirmative team needs to win every single issue, and the 
negative team only needs to win one. And if they do that, 
then they win. 

Although that might not seem like a fair scoring 
system, the work of the negative team is quite a bit 
more intense, as they need to know a little bit about any 
possible issue, so it evens out. 

Old Rochester itself did well in the debate, but 
it's not possible to name the winners by school, as each 
individual team of two gets its own individual score. That 
means we'll just have to wait and see which debaters end 
up on top.

Clifford C. Dartt, 95, died peacefully on 
December 3, 2015 at Charlton Memorial 
Hospital in Fall River, MA. Clifford was a 
decorated Veteran and an Eagle Scout. He 
worked for the phone company helping to 
set up the Early Distance warning line in 
Alaska and later in Iran and Saudi Ara- 
bia. Clifford was a very special character. 
Always ready with a friendly “Howdy”, a wry sense of humor, 
and good natured banter. Even in his later years, he was never 
at a loss for words. 

Clifford was born on November 6, 1920 in Derby, CT 
to Clifford F. Dartt and Rebecca (Parker) Dartt and raised in 
Oneonta, NY. Clifford was the middle son of three. His broth- 
ers Charles and Edward both died prior to Clifford. 

In 1937, Eleanor Roosevelt awarded Clifford his Eagle 
Scout ranking in Washington, DC. After graduating from 
Oneonta High School, Clifford attended the University of 


Iowa. He did not complete his studies until after the Second 
World War, however, when he joined the U.S. Army Air Corps. 

During World War II, Clifford served as a B- 17 Co-Pilot 
with 384th Bombardment Group/544th, flying out of Graf- 
ton Underwood, England. He was shot down over Belfonds, 
France on July 4, 1943, on his third mission. He was returning 
from bombing a Nazi engine factory in Lemans, France. He 
was taken prisoner by the Nazis and was a POW in Stalag Luft 
3 and later Stalag Luft 7a prison camps until April 1945 when 
his camp was liberated by General Patton’s forces. The Stalag 
Luft 3 Camp was the site of the events inspiring the film, “The 
Great Escape.” Clifford assisted in the construction of one of 
the famous tunnels by helping dispense with dirt in the prison 
yard. 

The good citizens of Belfonds, France have erected a 
monument to the crew of Clifford’s B-17 and hold an an- 
nual commemoration ceremony to honor and never forget the 
American airmen. On July 22, 2015 two Belfonds citizens, 
Sally and Dany Sorel, traveled from France to meet Clifford at 
his Autumn Glen residence. This was a stirring and emotional 
reconnection between Clifford and the village of Belfonds 72 
years after Clifford’s B-17 crashed there. 

In 1946, after the end of the war, Clifford married Lillian 
Bacheller. They had three children: Darlene, Joanne and Steve. 

Clifford worked for Bell Telephone and Western Electric 
Company for almost 40 years. He was stationed in, among 
other locations, Utica, NY, Charlotte, NC, Alaska, Iran, and 
Saudi Arabia. 

After the war, Clifford continued his military aviation 
career by flying helicopters in the New York National Guard. 

In total, Clifford served our country for 38 years. For 67 years 
Clifford was a member of the Oneonta, NY Masonic Lodge 
No. 466, A.F. & A.M. 

Clifford retired from his distinguished military and civil- 
ian working careers and moved to Salida, Colorado just East 
of Monarch Pass where he lived for about 20 years enjoying 
time and attending the Salida United Methodist Church with 
his close companion Nancy Zielinski. He enjoyed square and 
round dancing with the Monarch Mavericks, golfing, explor- 
ing the high peaks around Salida and doing projects around 
his house well into his late 80s. He loved taking long driving 
trips, never in a hurry, mostly in the Western states but in the 
East too, for many reasons including visiting family, attending 
dancing events and the annual Super Bowl party at his Parker 
cousins in Olympia, WA. 

Clifford left Colorado in 2010 to live at Autumn Glen 
assisted living in Dartmouth, MA to be closer to his children. 
Throughout his life, Clifford made his best effort to at- 
tend Sunday church services. While living in Dartmouth, he 
regularly attended St. Paul’s United Methodist Church in New

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Murray Christinas Part 4

Broken Flowers (2005). Starring Bill Murray and Jeffrey 
Wright. Directed by Jim Jarmusch. Running time: 106 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Does it truly matter who the mother of Bill 
Murray's son is in Broken Flowers ? I wonder. It is, as they 
say, the journey, not the destination. In this deadpan 
comedy-drama, the second of three films Murray has 
made (to date) with writer-director Jim Jarmusch, Murray 
plays Don Johnston, who receives an enigmatic, unsigned 
letter from an old flame who claims she has had his 
son. Don, who has just watched his latest relationship 
with girlfriend Sherry (Julie Delpy) circle the drain, is 
dyspeptic about this note. His next-door neighbor and 
friend, the Ethopian transplant Winston (Jeffrey Wright), 
is a crime-novel buff and excitedly latches onto the 
mystery aspect. Winston decides that Don must go visit 
four of his exes and find out about his son. He draws 
up an itinerary for Don, advises him on which clues to 
watch for (typewriter, pink things), and sends him on his 
unmerry way. 

Most of Broken Flowers is a series of duets 
between Murray and various women; he even has a nice 
little moment with one of Winston's little daughters. 
Jarmusch's script is maybe a bit heavy-handed about 
establishing the man's Don Juan past, right down to his 
name and the movie he watches on TV, although this 
might be a wry joke on Jarmusch's part. There are a few 
more hints and signs in the movie, suggesting that this 
loner is part of a larger pattern. Again and again, Don 
finds himself in ghastly mortifying situations, forced into 
awkward connection and into life. The four estranged 
women, who all have more nervous energy than Don, 
represent various social classes as well as various roles of 
American womanhood -- the widow (Sharon Stone), the 
professional woman (Frances Conroy), the mystic (Jessica 
Lange), the outcast (Tilda Swinton). 

Don's former relations to any of these women are 
as mysterious as anything else in the movie; Jarmusch 
gives us only tiny indications of what they saw in Don, 
or vice versa. Each of the women seems to have a chaotic 
inner life agitated by Don's presence. Sharon Stone's 
widow (her husband was a race-car driver) looks upon 



Don with the 
most kindness, 
even taking 
him to bed; but 
her daughter, 
fittingly named 
Lolita, seems 
to share her 
mother's erotic 
restlessness. We 
can see that, 
past a certain 

point, Don's inability to commit drove him away from the 
women, or them from him. He may realize he'll be alone 
forever unless he can find his son, if indeed he actually has 
one out there somewhere. 

Murray gives one of his late-period micro- 
performances, showing us, as usual, that what was behind 
his early-period jaded-hipster shtick was a melancholy 
and fearful man — a child, really. Murray has a gravitas 
in these roles that's oddly, and often amusingly, disputed 
by his rather light and unresonant voice. No matter how 
deep his scars run in his 21st-century funny-sad / sad- 
funny characters, he still sounds like the same guy from 
Meatballs. So he seems to combine the wisdom of an elder 
— and he's aged to look like one — with the insecurity of 
youth. The result, in movies like this or Lost in Translation , 
is a split Bill Murray, the one in our memories versus the 
one we see before us, and most of the women in Broken 
Flowers see a split Don. They see an older Don who is still, 
in the ways that matter, the younger Don who saddened 
or enraged them. 

Jarmusch burrows beneath his surface 
affectlessness, which he's usually done, really; his movies 
are more emotional than they appear, but seem almost 
embarrassed to express emotion in the standard false 
Hollywood manner. With the great cinematographer 
Frederick Elmes, Jarmusch makes America beautiful but 
not sterile. The key to the movie and to Don Johnston 
might be his only friend Winston, who, in opposition 
to the grey and pale Don, is black and passionate and 
fecund (three jobs and five kids). Generally, Jarmusch sets 
his protagonists in contrast with someone who points 
towards a more soulful way of being — think of William 
Blake and Nobody in Dead Man , or the titular hero of 
Ghost Dog and the ice-cream- truck driver. Did Don ever 
want a family, a wife, a son? We're not sure at the end, nor 
is he, but as he watches two candidates for the position of 
son disappear into the horizon, he seems to have grown 
just to the point where he realizes what's missing.
